UR  Holy  Mother,  the  Catholic  Church, 
does  not  leave  her  children  without 
guidance,  and  to  their  own  devices,  ii 
this  important  matter  :  she  tells  them 
not  only  when  but  how  to  fast  and 
abstain,  and  the  rules  she  has  estab- 
lished aft  those  inspired  by  her  hea- 
venly wisdom,  and  shaped  aud  Tash- 
ioned  by  centuries  of  practical  experi- 
ence. Every  Catholic  is  bound  to 
keep  these  mild  and  gentle  rules  ^w/ 
q/'s//  before  any  other  form  of  bodily  mortiiicatiou  can 
be  worthily  undertaken.  If  these  are  wilfully  neglect- 
ed, no  amount  of  self-imposed  austerity  can  ever  make 
np  the  loss,  or  atone  for  the  disobedience. 

The  Law  of  \i;;-TjN]LN(;ii  affects  only  the  kind  of 
food,  and  has  no  reference  to  its  quantity.  On  Ab- 
ninence  days  the  faithful  are  obliged  to  abstain  from 
flesh-meat  only  ;  the  number  of  meals  and  the  amount 
of  food  may  be  the  same  as  on  other  days, 

TheLawof  r.isTiNi,  includes  that  of  Abstineuce,  and 
adds  special  requirements  of  its  own  ;  it  aSects  both 
the  kindBxxA  the  quantity  oi  food.  On  Fasting-days 
sides  the  obligation  of  abstaining  from  flesh-meat,  the 
number  and  quantity  of  meaJs  are  restricted.  Only  one 
Full  3feai  is  allowed,  to  be  taken  about  noon  or  later. 
Besides  this  full  meal  a  collation  of  eight  ounces  is  al- 
lowed.    If  the  full  meal  is  taken  about  the  middle  of 
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the  day,  the  collation  will  naturally  be  taken  in  the 
evening  ;  if  the  full  meal  is  taken  late  in  the  day,  the 
collation  may  be  taj^en  about  noon.  Besides  the  full 
meal  and  collation,  general  custom  has  made  it  lawful 
to  take  about  two  ounces  of  bread  (without  butter)  and 
a  cup  of  some  warm  liquid — ^as  coffee  or  tea — ^in  the 
morning.  This  is  important  to  observe,  for  by  means 
of  this  many  persons  are  enabled — ^and  therefore  oblig- 
ed— ^to  keep  the  fast  who  could  not  otherwise  do  so. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  these  practices  of 
Fasting  and  Abstinence  arg  not  merely  penitential 
works  of  counsel^  recommended  to  our  observance, 
but  acts  of  mortification  of  precept^  enjoined  by  laws 
binding  strictly  on  the  conscience;  and  therefore  not 
to  be  evaded  or  omitted  without  Mortal  Sin.  Various 
reasons,  however,  may  exist  for  excuse  or  dispensation 
from  these  laws  (especially  from  the  law  of  fasting), 
which  are  commonly  noted  in  the  published  **  Regu- 
lations for  Lent"  in  every  Diocese.  But  as  to  ab- 
stinencey  legitimate  excuses  are  very  few ;  and  gene- 
rally no  one  can  proceed  safely  in  excusing  himsielf 
from  abstinence  before  tonsulting  his  confessor.

I  What  kvbry  Christian  Must  Beij^vb. 


n>VERY  Christian  must  believe  that 
there  is  one  God,  and  no  more  than 
one  God :  that  God  is  a  pure  Spirit, 
the  Lord  and  Maker  of  heaven  and 
earth  who  has  neither  beginning  nor 
end,  but  is  always  the  same  ;  who  Li 
everywhere  present ;  knows  and  sees 
all  things;  can  do  all  things  whatso- 
ever He  pleases ;  and  is  infinite  in  all 
perfections. 

3  Every  Christian  is  bound  to  be- 
heve  that  in  one  God  there  are  three 
dubnct  Persons,  perfectly  equal,  of  the  same  substance, 
and  having  the  same  nature :  the  Father,  who  proceeds 
Son,  who  is  bom  of  the  Father 
before  all  ages;  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  who  proceeds 
eternally  from  the  Father  and  the  Son  as  from  one 
principle  ;  and  that  the  three  Persons  are  all  equally 
eteniBl,  equal  in  wisilom  &ad  power,  aud  are  all  three 
e  and  the  same  Lord,  one  aud  the  same  God. 
3.  We  must  believe  that  Goil  created  the  angels  to 
I    be  with  Bim  for  ever,  aud  that  one  part  of  them  tell 
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from  God  by  sin,  and  became  devils.  That  God  a 
created  Adam  and  Eve,  the  first  parents  of  all  m 
kind,  and  placed  them  in  the  earthly  Paradise,  fr< 
whence  they  were  justly  banished  for  the  sin  tl 
committed  in  eating  of  tlie  fruit  of  the  forbidden  tr< 
and  that  by  this  transgression  of  Adam  we  are  all  c< 
ceived  and  bom  in  sin,  and  must  have  been  lost 
ever,  if  God  had  not  sent  us  a  Savioiu:. 

4.  We  are  bound  to  believe  in  the  Saviour  of 
mankind,  Jesiis  Christ,  the  Son  of  God,  true  God  a 
true  man  ;  perfect  God  from  all  eternity,  equal  to  1 
Father  in  all  things ;  and  perfect  man,  from  the  time 
His  coming  down  fh)m  heaven  for  us,  having  a  be 
and  soul  like  ours. 

5.  We  must  believe  that  Jesus  Christ,  our  Savio 
who  had  been  long  foretold  by  the  prophets,  \« 
at  God*s  appointed  time,  by  the  power  of  the  H< 
Ghost,  without  having  any  man  for  His  father,  c< 
ceived  in  the  womb  of  the  Virgin  Mary ;  whom  G 
had  prepared  for  this  wonderful  Maternity  in  a  w 
derful  manner :  in  that  by  a  singular  grace  and  ] 
vilege,  in  view  of  the  merits  of  Jesus  Christ,  j 
was  in  the  first  instant  of  her  conception  rweser 
free  from  every  taint  of  original  sin.  Of  her,  'w 
is  Blessed  among  Women  for  evermore,  was  hi 
our  I/ord — she  still  remaining  a  pure  virgin.  Dur 
the  time  of  His  mortal  life  Jesus  Christ  founded 
Christian  religion;  and  then  offered  Himself  a  Sa 
fice  for  the  sins  of  the  whole  world,  by  dying  upo 
cross,  to  obtain  mercy,  grace,  and  salvation  for  us ;  1 
that  neither  mercy,  nor  grace,  nor  salvation  can, 
ever  could,  since  Adam's  fall,be  obtained  except  throi 
tlie  mediation  of  the  Son  of  God. 
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6.  We  must  believe  that  Jesus  Christ,  after  He  died 
and  was  buried,  arose  on  the  third  day  from  death  to 
life,  never  to  die  again ;  and  that,  for  the  space  of  forty 
days,  He  was  pleased,  at  different  times,  to  manifest 
Himself  to  His  disciples,  and  then  ascended  into  hea- 
ven in  their  sight ;  where,  as  God-man,  He  continually 
intercedes  for  us.  Thence  He  «ent  down  the  Holy 
Ghost  upon  His  disciples,  to  abide  with  them  for  ever, 
as  He  had  promisedi  and  to  gtdde  them  and  their  suc- 
cessors into  all  truth. 

7.  We  must  believe  the  Catholic  or  Universal  Church 
of  Christ,  of  which  He  is  the  perpetual  Head,  and  His 
Spirit  the  perpetual  Guide ;  which  is  founded  upon 
a  rock,  and  is  ever  victorious  over  all  the  powers  of 
earth  and  hell.    The  Church  is  always  One,  in  all  it*' 
members  professing  one  faith,  in  one  communion,  un 
dcr  one  chief  pastor,  called  the  Pope,  succeeding  St. 
Peter,  to  whom  Christ  committed  His  whole  flock. 
The  Church  is  always  Holy,  in  teaching  a  holy  doc- 
trine, in  inviting  all  to  a  holy  life,  and  in  the  eminent 
holiness  of  many  of  its  children.     It  is  Catholic,  or 
Universal,  for  it  subsists  in  all  ages,  and  teaches  all 
nations,  and  maintains  all  truth.     It  is  Apostolic,  for     l 
it  derives  its  doctrine,  its  communion,  its  orders,  and     j 
its  mission,  by  an  uninterrupted  succession,  from  the     j 
Apostles  of  Christ.  j 

8.  With  the  Catholic  Church  the  Scriptures,  both  of  \ 
the  Old  and  New  Testaments,  were  deposited  by  the  j 
Apostles.  It  is  the  guardian  and  interpreter  of  them, 
and  the  judge  of  all  controversies  relating  to  them. 
The  Scriptures,  thus  interpreted,  together  with  the  tra- 
ditions of  the  Apostles,  are  to  be  received  and  admitted

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9.  We  must  believe  that  when  the  Pope  spealca  ' '  ex 
cathedra  " — r'.i".,  when,  in  discharge  of  his  office  of  Pas- 

ind  Teacher  of  all  Christians,  he  defines,  ia  virtue 
of  bis  supreme  Apostolic  authority,  a  doctrine  of  faith 
r  morals  to  be  held  by  the  universal  Church — he  is 
endowed,  by  the  Divine   assistance  promised  to   him 

ileased  Peter,  with  that  Infallibility  with  which 
the  Divine  Redeemer  willed  that  His  Church  should 
be  furnished,  in  defining  doctrine  of  faith  or  morals. 
And  therefore  such  definitious  of  the  Pope  are  iirc- 
formable  0/  themselves,  and  not  in  virtue  of  the  con- 
sent of  the  Church.

portion  of  the  hands  of  the  successors  of  the  Apostles 
the  blessed  F.i.-i.-ji  it^i^i,  which  feeds  and  uourishes  ou 
souls  with  the  Body  and  Blood  of  Christ,  really  present 
under  the  forma  of  bread  and  wine,  or  under  either  of 
them;  1'j.sani,'u,  by  which  penitent  sinners  are  ab- 
solved from  their  sins,  by  virtue  of  the  commission 
given  by  Christ  to  His  ministers  ;  l--\  11:  iM  1.  t  mjthik, 
which  wipes  away  the  remains  of  sin,  and  arms  the 
soul  with  the  grace  of  God  in  the  time  of  siclcness;

In  this  Sacrifice,  called  the  Mass,  He  is  mystically  im- 
molated every  day  upon  our  altars,  being  Himself  both 
Priest  and  Victim.     This  Sacrifice  is  tlie  principal  wor- 
ship of  the  New  Law,  iu  which,  and  by  which,  we  i 
unite  ourselves  to  Jesus  Christ ;  and  with  Him  and  j 
through  Him  we  adore  God  in  spirit  and  truth ;  give  | 
Him  thanks  for  all  His  blessings;  obtain   His  grace  I 
for  ourselves  and  the  whole  world,  and   pardon  for  j 
all  our  sins ;  and  pray  for  the  living  and  the  dead.       I 

12.  We  must  believe  that  there  is,  in  the  Catholic  or  ; 
Universal  Church  of  God,  a  Commimion  of  Saints,  by  ■ 
means  of  which  we  communicate  with  ail  holy  persons 
and  in  all  holy  things.  We  communicate  with  the  ' 
Saints  in  heaven,  as  our  fellow-members  under  the  . 
same  head,  Christ  Jesus  ;  we  give  thanks  to  God  for 
His  gifts  to  them,  and  we  beg  a  share  in  their  prayers. 
We  communicate  with  all  the  saints  upon  earth  in  the 
same  Sacraments  and  Sacrifice,  and  in  a  holy  union  of 
faith  and  charity.  And  we  also  communicate  with  the 
faithful  who  have  departed  this  life  in  a  more  imper- 
fect state, — ^and  who  by  the  law  of  God's  justice  are  for 
a  while  in  a  state  of  suffering, — by  offering  prayers  and 
alms  and  sacrifice  to  God  for  them. 

13.  We  must  believe  that,  by  the  full  concession  of 
Christ,  there  ever  resides  in  the  Church  the  active 
power  of  forgiving  sin,  and  of  granting  Indulgences 
for  the  remission  of  the  temporal  punishments  of  sin  ; 
which  may  be  applied  to  the  souls  both  of  the  living 
and  of  the  dead  who  have  died  friends  of  God  and  in 
he  peace  of  Christ. 

14.  We  must  believe  also  the  necessity  oi  Yi\N\\i«^ 
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Grace,  without  which  we  cannot  make  so  much  as  one 
step  towards  heaven ;  and  that  all  our  good  and  all  our 
merits  are  the  gift  of  God ;  that  Christ  died  for  all  men, 
and  that  His  grace  does  not  take  away  or  oppress  our 
free  will. 

15.  We  must  believe  that  Jesus  Christ  will  come 
from  heaven  at  the  last  day  to  judge  all  men  ;  that  all 
the  dead,  both  good  and  bad,  shall  arise  from  their 
graves,  and  shall  be  judged  by  Him  according  to  their 
works ;  that  the  good  shall  go  to  heaven  with  Him, 
body  and  soul,  to  be  happy  for  all  eternity  in  the 
enjoyment  of  the  Sovereign  Good  ;  and  that  the  wicked 
shall  be  condemned,  both  body  and  soul,  to  the  tor- 
ments of  hell. 


II.  What  every  Christian  Mxtst  Do. 

eERY  Christian,  in  order  to  attain  life  everlasting, 
must  worship  God  as  his  first  beginning  and  last 
end.  This  worship  is  to  be  rendered,  first,  by  Faith  ; 
which  makes  both  the  understanding  •  and  the  will 
humbly  adore  and  embrace  all  those  truths  which  God 
has  taught,  however  obscure  and  incomprehensible  they 
may  be  to  our  weakness.  Secondly,  by  Hopi; ;  which 
honors  the  infinite  power,  goodness,  and  mercy  of 
God,  and  the  truth  of  His  promises ;  and  upon  these 
grounds  raises  the  soul  to  an  assured  expectation  of 
mercy,  grace,  and  salvation,  through  the  merits  of 
Jesus  Christ.  Thirdly,  by  Charity  ;  which  teaches 
us  to  love  God  with  our  whole  hearts,  for  His  own 
sake,  and  our  neighbor  as  ourselves,  for  God's  sake. 
Fourthly,  by  the  virtue  of  RiUyioioN  ;  the  chief  acts 
of  which  are  adoration^  pratsCy  thanksgiving^  oblation 
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ves  to  Gody  sacrifice y  and  prayer;  which  ought 
daily  employments  of  a  Christian  soul.  We 
e  all  idolatry  and  all  false  religions  ;  also 
on,  under  which  name  are  comprehended  all 
of  divinations,  all  fortune-telling,  all  witch- 
arms,  spells,  observations  of  omens,  dreams, 
1  these  things  are  heathenish,  and  contrary 
worship  of  the  true  and  living  God,  and  to 
re  dependence  which  a  Christian  soul  ought 
on  Him.  But  we  must  devoutly  honor  the 
3sed  Virgin  Mary,  Mother  of  God,  the  Holy 
nd  the  Saints  reigning  in  Glory  ;  whose  inter- 
we  shall  always  most  profitably  invoke.  We 
kewise  duly  reverence  all  sacred  emblems  and 
smorials  of  our  Lord  and  His  Saints,  and 
e  relics  of  God's  servants  whom  Holy  Church 
tiized.

from  spiritual  murder,  which  is  committed  by  drawing 
him  into  sin,  by  words,  actions,  or  bad  example. 

6.  We  must  abstain  from  all  uncleanness  in  thoughts, 
words,  or  actions. 

7.  We  must  not  steal,  cheat,  or  any  other  waj  do 
wrong  to  our  neighbor  in  his  goods  and  possessions  ;  we 
must  give  every  one  his  own,  pay  our  debts,  and  make 
restitution  for  all  damages  which  we  have  caused 
through  our  fault 

8.  We  must  not  wrong  our  neighbor  in  his  character 
or  good  name,  by  calumny,  detraction,  or  rash  judg- 
ment ;  or  in  his  honor  by  reproaches  or  affronts ;  or 
rob  him  of  his  peace  of  mind^  by  scoffs  or  contempt ; 
or  of  his  friends^  by  carrying  stories  backwards  and 
forwards.  In  all  such  cases,  whosoever  wrongs  his 
neighbor  is  obliged  to  make  reparation  or  satisfac- 
tion. 

9, 10.  As  we  are  commanded  to  abstain  from  all  deeds 
of  lust  and  injustice,  so  are  we  also  strictly  obliged  to 
restrain  all  desires  of  these  kinds,  and  to  resist  the 
irregular  motions  of  concupiscence.  So  far  the  Ten 
Conmiandments  of  God ;  which  are  a  short  abridgment 
of  the  whole  eternal  and  natural  law,  which  admits  of 
no  dispensation. 

Every  Christian  is,  moreover,  bound  to  keep  the 
commandments  of  God's  Church. 

1.  We  must  sanctify  Sundays  and  Holydays  of  Ob- 
ligation by  devout  attendance  at  Holy  Mass,  and  by 
resting  from  servile  work. 

2.  We  must  strictly  observe  those  days  of  fasting 
and  abstinence  appointed  by  ecclesiastical  authority. 

J.   Wie  must  humbly  confess  our  sins  at  least  once  a 
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year  to  a  Priest  having  competent  jurisdiction— /.<?., 
approved  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

4.  We  must  be  careful  to  make  our  Easter  Duty^ 
by  receiving  Holy  Communion  at  some  time  during 
the  interval  between  the  first  Sunday  in  Lent  and 
Trinity  Sunday. 

5.  According  to  our  means  we  must  contribute  to 
the  support  of  those  who  minister  to  us  in  spiritual 
things. 

6.  We  must  not  marry  non-Catholics,  or  any  one  re- 
lated to  us  within  the  fourth  degree  of  kindred ;  we 
must  not  marry  clandestinely,  or  solemnize  marriage 
within  the  prohibited  times.

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when  they  were  accompanied  with  the  inward  sacrifice  of  the 
heart ;  but  not  for  any  intrinsic  worth  or  dignity  of  the  things 
oflfered,  for  no  other  blood  but  the  Blood  of  Christ  could  wash 
away  sins.  Hence,  St.  Paul  says  {Heb.  x.  5),  quoting  from  the 
39th  Psalm  :  Sacrifice  and  oblation  Thou  wouldsl  not  have :  but 
Thou  hast  fitted  to  Me  a  Body,  This  gives  us  to  understand  that, 
by  reason  of  the  insufficiency  of  the  Sacrifices  of  the  old  law, 
Christ  Himself  would  come  to  be  our  Sacrifice,  and  would  offer 
up  His  own  Body  and  Blood  for  us. 

Accordingly,  our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  at  the  time  appointed  by 
His  Father,  having  taken  flesh  for  us,  was  pleased  to  offer  Him- 
self a  Sacrifice  for  us,  dying  upon  the  Cross  for  the  sins  of  the 
whole  world.  By  this  one  offering  we  were  completely  redeemed, 
inasmuch  as  our  ransom  was  paid,  and  all  mercy,  grrace,  and 
salvation  were  purchased  for  us.  Neither  can  there  now  be  any 
need  of  His  dying  any  more,  or  purchasing  any  other  graces  for 
us  than  those  for  which  He  has  already  paid  the  price  of  His 
Blood. 

Nevertheless,  for  the  daily  application  of  this  one  eternal  Re- 
demption to  our  souls,  and  that  the  mercy,  grace,  and  salvation 
which  He  has  purchased  for  us  may  be  actually  communicated 
to  us.  He  not  only  continually  appears  in  our  behalf  in  the 
Sanctuary  of  Heaven,  there  representing  and  offering  to  His  Fa- 
ther His  Passion  and  Death  for  us,  but  He  has  also  instituted  the 
Blessed  Eucharist,  the  night  before  His  Passion,  in  which  He 
bequeathed  us  His  ^pdy  and  Blood,  under  the  sacramental  veils, 
not  ©nly  to  be  received  by  us  as  a  Sacrament,  for  the  food  and 
nourishment  of  our  souls,  but  also  (mystically  delivered)  to  be  of- 
fered and  presented  by  His  ministers  to  His  Father  as  a  Sacrifice  : 
not  by  way  of  a  new  death,  but  by  way  of  a  standing  Memorial 
of  His  death  ;  a  daily  celebrating  and  representing  of  His  death 
to  God,  and  au  applying  to  our  souls  of  the  fruits  thereof. 

This  Encharistic  Sacrifice  of  the  Body  and  Blood  of  Christ,  daily 
oflfered  under  the  forms  of  bread  and  wine,  in  remembrance  of 
His  Passion,  is  what  we  call  the  Mass.  This  is  the  solemn  I^iturgy 
of  the  Catholic  Church.  This  is  that  pure  Offering  which  is  made 
to  God  in  every  place  among  the  Gentiles,  according  to  the  pro- 
phecy of  Malachi  (/'.  10, 11) .  By  this,  Christ  is  a  Priest  for  ever  ac- 
cording to  the  order  of  Melchisedech  (Psalm  log),  whose  Sacrifice 
was  bread  and  wine  (Gen.  xv.) 

This  Sacrifice  of  the  Mass  is  the  same  in  substance  with  that 
which  Christ  offered  for  us  upon  the  Cross ;  because  both  the 
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victim  offered,  and  the  Priest  or  principal  Offerer,  is  the  same 
Jesus  Christ.  Tlie  difference  is  only  in  the  manner  of  the  oflkr- 
ing ;  because  upon  the  Cross  our  Saviour  offered  Himself  in  such 
a  manner  as  really  to  shed  His  Blood  and  die  for  us ;  whereas 
now  He  does  not  really  shed  His  Blood,  or  die.  And  therefore 
this  is  called  an  unbloody  Sacrifice;  and  that  of  the  Cross  a 
bloody  Sacrifice. 

By  virtue  of  this  essential  sameness,  the  Sacrifice  of  the  Mass 
completely  answers  all  the  different  ends  of  Sacrifice,  and  that 
in  a  way  infinitely  more  effective  than  any  of  the  ancient  Sacri- 
fices. Christ  is  here  both  Priest  and  Victim,  representing  in  per- 
son and  offering  up  His  Passion  and  Death  to  His  Father. 

This  Sacrifice  of  the  Mass  is  offered  up  to  God,  in  the  Catholic 
Church,  first  as  a  daily  remembrance  of  the  Passion  of  Christ: 
This  do  for  the  commemoratwtt  of  Me  (i  Cor.  xi.  24)  ;  secondly,  as 
a  most  solemn  worship  of  the  Divine  Majesty  ;  thirdly,  as  a  most 
acceptable  thanksgiving  to  Go<l,  from  whence  it  has  the  name  of 
Eucharist ;  fourthly,  as  a  most  powerful  means  to  move  God  to 
show  mercy  to  us  in  the  forgfiveness  of  our  sins,  for  which  reason 
we  call  it  propitiatory  ;  and,  lastly,  as  a  most  effectual  way  to  ob- 
tain of  God  all  that  we  need,  coming  to  Him,  as  we  here  do,  with 
Christ  and  through  Christ. 

For  these  ends  both  Priest  and  people  ought  to  offer  up  the 
Sacrifice  of  the  Mass— the  Priest,  as  Christ's  minister  and  in  His 
person  ;  and  the  people,  by  the  hands  of  the  Priest ;  and  both  the 
one  and  the  other  by  the  hands  of  the  Great  High-Priest  Jesus 
Christ.  And  with  this  offering  of  Christ,  b5th  the  one  au^  the 
other  should  make  a  total  offering  of  Uiemselves  alao  by  His 
hands  and  in  union  with  Him.

OF  THE    CEREMONY   OF   MASS. 

V  it^THOUGH  the  homage  which  man  owes  to  his  Creator 
^f  I  ^  so  essentially  consists  in  the  interior  dispositions  of  the 
soul  tliat  without  these  all  outward  worship  is  unpro- 
fitable and  vain,  yet  the  constitution  of  our  nature  is  such  as 
to  require  external  signs  and  ceremonies  which  may  operate 
through  tlie  medium  of  the  bodily  senses  upon  our  souls,  and 
elevate  them  to  God.  To  this  etui  are  directed  all  the  Ceremonies 
of  the  Church,  and  it  is  the  Christian's  duty  to  learn  how  to  use 
them  accordingly.    Hence— 
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1.  The  custom  of  placing  a  vessel  containing  blessed  or  uoj  y 
WATERat  the  entrance  of  the  Church  has  been  handed  down  to 
us  from  the  Apostolic  age.  Into  this  vessel  the  faithful  dip  the 
fingers  of  the  right  hand,  and  make  upon  themselves  the  Sig^  of 
the  Cross,  repeating  at  the  same  time  the  invocation  of  the  Ever- 
blessed  Trinity.  As  water  denotes  purity  and  innocence,  by  using 
it  on  entering  a  place  of  worship  we  are  admonished  with  what 
purity  of  heart  and  mind  we  should  appear  in  the  presence  of 
our  Maker. 

2.  The  Sign  of  the  Cross,  which  we  make  upon  ourselves  in 
taking  holy  water,  as  well  as  on  many  other  occasions,  is  a  sign 
or  ceremony  in  which,  with  St  Paul  {Gal.  vi.  14),  we  should  place 
our  greatest  happiness  and  glory,  as  being  a  striking  memorial 
of  the  suffering^  and  death  of  our  Redeemer— that  mjrstery  whence 
are  derived  all  our  hopes  for  mercy,  grace,  and  salvation.  By  the 
words  that  accompany  this  ceremony  we  are  no  less  forcibly  re- 
minded that  God  whom  we  serve,  although  Om  in  nature,  exists 
in  T^ree  Persons  really  distinct  from  each  other. 

3.  The  first  object  that  arrests  the  Christian's  notice  on  enter- 
ing a  Church  is  the  Altar,  with  its  TAHKRNACLEand  Ckucii  ix. 
The  Altar  is  the  place  of  Sacrifice  -another  Calvary,  as  it  were — 
whereon  is  celebrated,  as  Christ  ordained,  the  memorial  of  His 
Passion  and  Death  by  the  pure  and  unbloody  Sacrifice  of  His 
Body  and  Blood.  Upon  the  Altar  we  always  see  a  Crucifix,  or 
image  of  our  Saviour  upon  the  Cross ;  that  as  the  Mass  is  said 
in  remembrance  of  Christ's  Passion  and  Death,  both  Priest  and 
people  may  have  before  their  eyes  during  this  Sacrifice  the  image 
which  puts  them  in  mind  of  those  Mysteries.  The  Tabernacle 
contains  the  Blessed  Sacrament  It  is  to  Jesus  Christ,  there- 
fore, truly  present  within  the  Tabernacle,  that  we  bend  the  knee 
in  homage  and  adoration  when  we  enter  or  depart  from  the 
Church. 

4.  As  the  Itfass  represents  the  Passion  of  Christ,  and  the  Priest 
officiates  in  His  person,  so  the  Vest.mknt^  in  which  he  officiates 
represent  those  in  which  Christ  was  ignominiously  clothed  at 
the  time  of  His  Passion.  Thus,  the  Amice  represents  the  cloth 
with  which  the  Jews  muffled  our  Saviour's  Face  when  at  every 
blow  they  bade  Him  prophesy  who  it  was  that  struck  Him. 
The  Alb  represents  the  white  garment  with  which  He  was 
vested  by  Herod.  The  Girdle,  Maniple,  and  Stole  represent  the 
oorrls  and   bands  with  which  He  was  bound   in  the  different 

of  His  Passion.    The  Chasuble^  or  outward  \tsXxEkR.iQ.V 
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represents  the  purple  garment  with  which  He  was  clothed  as  a 
mock  King;  upon  this  is  embroidered  a  Cross,  to  represent 
that  which  Christ  bore  upon  His  sacred  shoulders.  I^astly,  the 
Priest's  Tonsure,  which  is  worn  in  all  Catholic  countries,  is  to 
represent  the  crown  of  thorns  which  our  Saviour  wore. 

Moreover,  as  in  the  old  law  the  Priests  who  were  wont  to  offici- 
ate in  the  sacred  functions  had,  by  the  appointment  of  God,  y€st' 
merits  assigned  for  that  purpose — as  well  for  the  g^reater  decency 
and  solemnity  of  the  Divine  worship  as  to  signify  the  virtues 
which  God  required  of  His  ministers— so  it  was  proper  that  in  the 
Church  of  the  New  Testament  Christ's  ministers  should  in  their 
sacred  functions  be  distinguished  in  like  manner  from  the  laity 
by  their  sacred  Vestments ;  which  might  also  represent  the  vir- 
tues which  God  requires  in  them.  Thus,  the  Amice  represents 
divine  Hope,  which  St.  Paul  calls  the  helmet  of  salvation  ;'  the 
Alb,  Innocence  of  life ;  the  Girdle,  Purity  and  Chastity  ;  the  Mani- 
ple, Patience  in  enduring  the  labors  of  this  mortal  life ;  the  Stole^ 
the  sweet  Yoke  of  Christ,  to  be  borne  in  this  life  in  order  to  at- 
tain a  happy  immortality ;  the  Chasuble,  which  covers  all  the 
rest,  the  virtue  of  Charity,  which,  as  St.  Peter  tells  us,  covereth  a 
multitude  of  sins. 

In  these  Vestments  the  Church  uses  five  colors,  viz..  White,  on 
the  Feasts  of  our  Lord,  of  the  Blessed  Virgin,  of  the  Angels,  and 
of  the  Saints  who  were  not  martyrs,  and  on  the  Sundays  in 
Eastertide ;  Red,  on  the  Feasts  of  Pentecost,  of  the  Finding  and 
Exaltation  of  the  Cross,  and  of  the  Apostles  fend  Martyrs ;  Violet, 
in  the  penitential  seasons  of  Advent  and  I^ent,  and  upon  Vigils 
and  Ember-days ;  Green,  on  most  other  Sundays  and  ordinary 
days  throughout  the  year ;  and  Black,  on  Good  Friday,  and  in 
Masses  for  the  Dead. 

5.  There  are  always  Li(.nTi:i)  c.\ni>i.i:f,  upon  the  Altar  during 
Mass,  as  well  to  honor  the  victory  and  triumph  of  our  great  King 
by  these  lights,  which  are  tokens  of  our  joy  and  of  His  Glory,  as 
to  denote  the  light  of  Faith,  without  which  it  is  impossible  to 
please  Him. 

6.  A  small  15>:i>i'  is  occasionally  rung.  This  is  done  to  give 
notice  of  certain  more  solemn  parts  of  the  Sacrifice ;  to  recall 
the  wandering  mind  from  distraction  ;  and  to  excite  all  to  grater 
fervor  and  devotion. 

7.  iNciixsii  is  used  at  Solemn  Mass.  It  is  symbolical  of  Prayer, 
according  to  the  saying  of  the  Psalmist :  Let  my  prayer,  O  Lord,  bi 

af/'rfc/!^if  as  zncense  in  Thy  sight  (/%.  cxl.  2). 
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ON    THE    MANNER    OF    HEARING    MASS. 

HERE  are  various  methods  of  profitably  hearing  Mass. 
One  method  is,  to  follow  the  Priest  in  the  Ordinary  of  the 
Mass  as  contained  in  the  Missal ;  joining  with  him,  as  far 
as  the  laity  may,  in  the  very  words  of  the  service,  and  uniting 
our  intention  with  him  in  what  he  does  as  Priest  for  the  people. 
To  enable  all  persons,  even  those  who  do  not  understand  I«atin, 
to  follow  the  service,  translations  of  the  Ordinary  and  Canon  of 
the  Mass  have  been  made  into  almost  all  languages,  and  circu- 
lated by  authority.  Another  method  is  to  accompany  the  Priest 
through  the  different  parts  of  the  service  with  appropriate  de- 
votions, similar  to  those  he  is  using  and  directed  to  the  same 
general  ends,  uniting  our  intention  with  his,  but  not  using  or 
not  confining  ourselves  to  the  words  of  the  Ordinary.  A  third 
method  is  to  apply  th*  service  to  the  purpose  of  meditation  on 
the  I#ife  or  Passion  of  our  I/>rd,  or  on  any  other  appropriate  sub- 
ject Whatever  be  the  method  followed,  our  first  care  should  be 
to  recollect  ourselves,  by  calling  home  our  wandering  thoughts, 
and  taking  them  off  from  all  other  concerns.  We  should  humble 
ourselves  profoundly  in  the  presence  of  God,  in  whose  Temple 
we  are ;  and  represent  to  ourselves,  by  a  lively  Faith,  the  dread 
majesty  of  God,  and  humbly  beg  His  mercy  and  grace,  that  we 
may  participate  in  this  Holy  Sacrifice  in  a  worthy  and  becoming 
manner.

To  promote  this  devotion  Pope  Clement  VIII.  granted  a  Plenary 
Indulgence  to  all  such  as,  confessing  their  sins  and  receiving  Holy 
Communion,  should  visit  any  church  or  chapel  where  this  devo- 
tion was  being  performed. 

To  gain  this  Indulgence  it  is  required  (i)  to  visit  the  Blessed 
Sacrament  once  during  the  three  days  of  Exposition  ;  and  (2)  to 
receive  Holy  Communion  on  the  day  preceding,  or  on  one  of  the 
three  days,  but  not  necessarily  in  the  same  church  or  chapel  in 
which  the  Blessed  Sacrament  is  exposed. 

Pope  Paul  V.  also  g^nted  an  Indulgence  of  ten  years  and  ten 
quadragencB  for  every  Visit  made  to  the  Blessed  Sacrament  thus 
exposed. 

These  Indulgences  are  applicable  to  the  Souls  in  Purgatory.

\  Sr  t  riHi  nt  is  meant  an  outward  sign 
lard  grace,  or  a  sacred  and  mys- 
■i  gn  and  ce^mouy  ordained 
I  ^  Lhnbl  to  convey  grace  to  our  souls. 
The  bacrauieiits  may  be  compared 
to  channels  which  convey  water  fixnn 
a  fountain  head,  and  the  soul  to  a  ves- 
sel which  one  carries  to  these  channels 
to  be  £.lled  The  fountain,  abound- 
ing with  water,  courses  through  Iht 
ehaniiels  and  fills  every  vessel  which 
is  applied  thereto  asfar  asitcan  hold;  the  larger  tie  ves- 
sel, thegreater  the  quantity  of  water  it  will  contain.  So 
the  larger  the  capacity  of  the  sonl  (which  capacity  de- 
pends upon  the  soul's  dispositions),  the  greater  the  por- 
tiou  of  grace  which  it  receives  tlirough  the  heaveoly 
channels  of  the  Sacraments.  But  the  conditions  re- 
quired in  the  receiver  are  by  tio  means  productive  of 
the  efficacy  of  the  Sacraments.  Take  the  eitample 
of  light  and  heat :  fire  is  not  lacking  in  burning  power 
because  it  cannot  act  on  incombustible  materials  ;  nor 
are  the  windows  of  a  room  the  cause  of  light,  thoagb 
necessary  to  give  it  admission. 

The  Church  has  never  instituted,  and  could  not 
institute,  any  Sacrament—this  is  a  power  reserved  lo 
God  Himself.     He  aloue  is  the  Fountain   of  Grace: 
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He  aloue  can  appoint  the  dianiiels   by   which   that 
grace  is   conveyed  to  our  souls.     Since,   therefore,  1 
a  fact.  He  has  appointed  those  channels — and  no  otl 
ere — which  we  call  Sacraments,  by  those  only  can  w 
ordinarily  obtain  that  special  grace.     Hence  it  Tollov 
that  no  power  on  earth  can  change  what  was  ordained 
by  Jesus  Christ  in  the  outward  forms  of  the  Sacraments, 
without  destroying  them  entirely  ;  for  if  any  change  is 
made  in  what  He  ordained,  it  is  no  longer  the  swme 
form  to  which   grace  is  annexed,   and  consequently 
ceases  to  be  a  Sacrament 

The  Passion  of  Christ  is  the  rich  anil  eshauatless 
source  from  which  the  grace  of  every  Sacrament  is  de- 
rived :  for  each  grace  was  purchased  for  us  at  the  price 
of  our  Divine  Redeemer's  Blood,

And  afler  they 
had  perfbnned  all  things  according  to  the  law  of  the 
Lord,  they  relumed  into  Galilee,  to  their  own  dty, 
NaxaxetL,  And  the  Child  grew,  and  became  strong, 
full  of  wisdom;  and  the  grace  of  God  was  in  Hiin.

And  they  said  to  him  :  In  Bethlehem 
of  Juda  :  for  so  it  is  written  bv  the  prophet :  And  thou 
Bethlehem,  land  of  Juda.  art  not  the  least  among  the 
princes  of  Jmla :  for  out  of  thee  shall  come  forth  a 
leader,  whoshaH  rule  Mj- people  Israel.  Then  Herod, 
privately  calling  the  Magiaus,  ascertained  from  them 
the  time  when  the  star  appeared  to  tliem.  And  sent 
them  to  Bethlehem,  and  said  ;  Go,  and  diligently  in- 
quire after  the  Child,  and  wlieii  ye  have  found  Him, 
Dring  back  word  to  me,  that  I  also  may  go  and  worship 
Htm.  When  tliey  had  heard  the  ting,  thej-  departed  ; 
and  behold,  the  star  which  they  had  seen  in  the  Hast 
went  before  them,  till  it  came  aiid  stood  over  the  plac 
where  the  Child  was.

'  THE  PASSION  OF  OUR  LORD  JRSUS  CHRIST 
,  ACCORHtNO  TO  MATTHEW. — Mall,  xxvi.,  XXvH. 
I  At  that  time  : — Jesus  said  to  His  disciples :  Ye  know 
that  after  two  ilays  will  be  the  Passover,  and  the  Son 
pf  Man  will  be  delivered  up  to  he  crucified.  Then 
were  gathered  together  the  chief  priests  and  ancients 
isf  the  people  into  tlie  court  of  the  high-priest,  who 
flBB  called  Caiphas  :  and  they  consulted  together,  that 
ptey  might  take  Jesus  by  craft,  aud  put  Him  to  death. 
Put  they  said  :  Not  on  the  festival,  lest  Ulere  be  a 
tumult  among  the  people.  And  when 'Jesus  was  in 
JSethany,  in  the  hou.se  of  Simon  the  leper,  a  woman 
came  to  Him  having  an  alabaster  box  of  precious  oint- 
meut,  and  poured  it  on  His  head,  as  He  reclined  at 
table.  And  when  the  disciples  saw  it.  thej*  were  dis- 
pleased, saying  :  To  what  purpose  is  this  waste  ?     Fori 
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poor.  And  Jesus  knowing  it,  said  to  them; 
trouble  ye  Uiia  woman?  for  slie  hath  wrought  a 
work  ou  Me.  For  the  poor  ye  have  always  with 
hut  Me  ye  Uuve  tiot  alwa^-s.  For  in  pouring  this 
ment  ou  My  body  she  hath  done  it  for  My  hi 
Truly  1  say  to  yoa,  wlierever  this   gosjiel  shal 

S reached  in  the  whole  world,  this  also  which  she 
one  shall  be  told  in  memory  of  her.  Then  on 
the  twelve,  who  was  called  Judas  Iscariot,  went  li 
chief  priests,  and  said  to  them  :  What  will  ye  giv< 
and  I  will  deliver  Him  to  you?  And  they  assi 
him  thirty  pieces  of  silver.  And  tlienceforth  he  so 
opportuuily  to  betray  Him.  And  on  the  first  di 
uuleaveiied  bread  the  disciples  came  to  Jeaus,  saj 
Where  wilt  Thou  that  we  prepare  for  Thee  to  ea 
Passover?  But  Jesus  said:  Go  into  the  city  to  i 
taiu  mau,  and  say  to  him  :  The  Master  saith :  My 
is  at  hand ;  with  thee  I  keep  the  Passover  will 
diseiples.  And  the  disciples  did  as  Jesus  ordered  t 
and  prepared  the  Passover.  And  when  it  was  eve 
He  sat  down  with  His  twelve  disciples.  And  » 
they  were  eating.  He  said :  Truly  1  say  to  you, 
one  of  you  will  betray  Me.  And  ^ey  being  venr  i 
trouble!,  began  everyone  to  say:  Is  it  I,  Lord? 
He  answered  and  said  :  He  that  dippeth  his  hand 
Me  in  the  dish,  he  will  betray  Me.  The  Son  of 
indeed  goetli,  as  it  is  written  of  Him ;  but  woe  tc 
mau  by  whom  the  Son  of  Man  is  betrayed.  It 
better  for  that  man  if  he  had  not  been  bom.

irtlen  Ihey  had  sung  a  hymn,  they  went  out  unto 
Moimt  Olivet.  Then  J  esus  saith  to  them  :  All  of  you 
Trill  be  scandalized  in  regard  to  Me  this  night.  For  it 
is  wiitteii  ;  I  will  strike  the  Shepherd,  and  the  sheep 
ftf  the  flock  shall  be  scattered.  But  after  I  am  risen,  1 
will  go  before  you  into  Galilee.  And  Peter  answered 
aud  said  to  Him  :  Altliougli  sUl  shall  be  ^caxidatized  in 
I^ard  to  Thee,  I  will  never  be  scandalized.  Jesus  said 
to  him  :  Truly  I  say  to  thee,  that  this  night,  before  a 
cock  crow,  thou  wilt  deny  Me  thrice  ;  Peter  saith  to 
Him  :  Vea,  though  I  should  die  with  Thee,  I  will  not 
deny  Thee.  And  in  like  mauuer  spoke  all  the  disci- 
ples. Then  Jesus  came  with  them  into  a  couutryplace 
called  Getliseniani :  and  saiil  to  His  disciples  :  Sit  ye 
here  while  I  ea  yonder,  aud  pray.  Aud  taking  with 
Him  Peter  and  the  two  sons  of  Zebeilee,  lie  began  to 
grow  sorrowful  and  to  be  very  sad.  Then  He  saith  to 
them ;  My  soul  is  sorrowful  even  unto  death  :  stay  ye 
here,  and  watch  with  Mc.  Aud  He  went  a  little 
further,  and  fell  upon  His  fece,  and  prayed,  saying : 
My  Father,  if  it  be  possible,  let  this  cup  pass  away 
lioro  Me.  Neyeitheless,  noL  as  I  will,  but  as  Thou. 
And  He  coiueth  to  His  disciples,  and  findeth  them 
asleep,  and  saith  to  Peter;  So,  could  ye  not  watch  with 
Ueoue  hour?  Watch  and  pray,  that  ye  enter  not  into 
temptation.  The  spirit  indeed  is  willing,  hut  the  flesh 
ia  weak.  Again  asecond  time  He  went  away  and  praj-ed, 
saying:  My  Father,  if  this  cup  cannot  pas.t  away,  ex- 
cept I  drink  it.  Thy  will  be  done.  Ami  He  cometh 
again,  and  findeth  them  sleeping :  for  their  eyes  were 
Iieavy.  And  leaving  them.  He  went  away  again  :  and 
prayed  the  third  time,  saying  the  same  words  I  Then 
He  coraelh  to  His  disdples,  and  saith  to  them!  Sleep 
on  now,  aud  take  your  rest:  behold,  the  hour  ia  at 
hand,  and  the  Son  of  Man  shall  be  betraved  into  the 
hands  of  sinners.  Rise.  let  us  go  :  behold,  he  that 
will  betray  Me  ia  at  hand.  While  He  was  yet  speflk- 
ing,  behold,  Judas,  one  of  the  twelve,  came,  a.-Q&,  -»r*ii. 
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him  a  great  crowd  witlt  swords  and  clubs,  sent  from  r 
Uie  clii^  priests  and  Uie  andeuts  of  the  people.  And 
His  betrayer  ^ave  tLem  a  sign,  saj-iuj; :  Whom  1 
shall  kisa,  that  is  He  ;  hold  Him  fast.  And  Ibrthvilti 
he  came  bo  Jesus,  and  said :  Hail.  Uabbi  :  and  he 
kissed  Him.  And  Jesus  said  to  him  ;  I^riend,  for 
what  art  thou  come  ?  lllen  they  came  up,  and  Uid 
hands  oii  Jesus,  and  held  Him.  And  behold  oue  oi 
those  with  Jesus  stretdied  forth  his  hand,  and  drew 
his  sword,  aud  struck  the  servant  of  the  high-priest, 
and  cut  off  his  ear.  Then  Jesus  saith  to  him  ;  Pal 
up  again  Ihy  sword  into  its  place  ;  for  all  they  tlial 
take  the  sword  shall  perish  by  the  sword.

Now»ll 
this  was  done,  that  the  scriptures  of  the  prophets  might 
be  fulfilled.

But  they  that  held  Jesus,  led  Him  to  Caiphas,  thehigJi- 
priest,  where  the  scribes  and  tile  auder"- 
Wed.  Aud  Peter  followed  Him  afar  oa,  even  to  the 
court  of  the  high-priest.  And  going  in,  he  sat  with  the 
servants,  that  he  might  see  the  end.  And  ihe  chief 
priests,  and  the  whole  council  sought  false  testimony 
against  Jesus,  that  they  might  put  Him  to  death  :  Aud 
they  found  none,  although  many  false  witnesses  hsd 
come  forward.  And  last  of  all  came  two  false  wit- 
nesses :  and  said:  This  man  said|  I  ani  able  to  destmy 
the  temple  of  God,  and  to  build  it  in  three  days.  AnU 
the  high-priest  arose,  and  said  to  Him  :  Answetisl 
Thou  nothing  to  the  things  which  these  testily  against 
Thee?  But  Jesus  was  silent.  And  the  high-priest  said 
■  Him  :  I  adjure  Thee  by  the  living  God  that  Thoo

in  the  clouds  of  heaven.  Tlieii  the  high-priest  rent 
his  garments,  saying ;  He  Uatll  bliisplleliled :  what 
fnrtlier  need  liave  we  of  witnesses  ?  Behold,  now  ■ 
ye  have  heard  the  blasphemy:  w.'hat  think  ye?  TliejJ 
answered  and  said :  He  is  ivorLhj-  of  death.  ThCB' 
they  spat  in  His  face,  and  buffeted  Him  ;  and  somij 
Btmck  His  face  with  the  palms  of  their  hands,  b^"1 
itig  ;  Prophesy  to  us,  O  Christ,  who  is  he  that  struck 
Theef  But  Peter  sat  without  in  the  court;  and 
there  came  to  him  a  aery  ant-maid,  sayine;  Thou  also 
wast  with  Jesus,  the  Gahlean.  But  he  denied  it  be- 
fore all,  saying:  I  know  not  what  thou  sayest.  And 
BS  he  went  out  of  the  gate,  another  maid  saw  him, 
and  she  saith  to  those  who  were  there;  'fhis  man  also 
was  with  Jesus  of  Naiareth.  And  again  he  denied  it 
with  an  oath  :  I  do  not  know  the  Man.  And  after  a 
while,"  they  who  stood  by  came  and  said  to  Peter; 
Surely  thou  also  art  one  of  them,  for  even  thy  speech 
doth  discover  thee.  ITien  he  began  to  invoke  curaes 
bo  himself,  and  to  swear  that  he  knew  not  the  Man. 
Aud  immediately  a  cock  crowed.  And  Peter  remem- 
bered the  words  of  Jesus  which  He  had  said :  Before  a 
oock.  crow  thou  wilt  deny  Me  thrice.  And  he  went 
out  and  wept  bitterly.  Aud  when  morning  was  come, 
aU  the  chief  priests  and  aucients  of  the  people  took 
connsel  against  Jesus,  that  they  might  put  Him  to 
death.  Aud  having  bound  Him,  they  led  Him  away: 
and  delivered  Him  to  Pontius  Pilate,  the  governor. 
Then  Judas,  who  betrayed  Him,  seeing  that  He  was 
condemned,  repented,  and  brought  back  the  thirty 
pieces  of  silver  to  the  chief  priests  and  the  ancients, 
•aying;  I  have  sinned  by  betraying  jnst  blood.  But 
they  said :  What  is  that  to  us  ?  I^ok  thou  to  it  And 
casting  down  in  the  temple  tJ:ie  pieces  of  silver,  he  de- 
parted ;  and  went  and  hanged  himself.  But  the  chief 
'^  took  the  pieces  of  silver,  and  said  :  It  is  not  law- 
—''  *^'--a  into  the  treasury,  because 'ASs^iui^iai  ^ 
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of  blood.  And  ufler  they  liad  coiisulted  togethe; 
boii);lU  wilii  Ihem  the  potter's  Geld,  to  be  a  burying-  ' 
place  for  strangers,  for  this  cause  that  field  waswUed 
Htik-eldama,  the  field  of  blood,  even  lo  this  day.  Theu 
was  fulfilled  that  which  was  sijoken  by  Jeremiah  llie 
prophet,  who  saith :  Aud  they  took,  the  thirty  pirces 
of  silver,  the  price  of  Him  who  was  priced,  whom  thej 
of  the  children  of  Israel  did  price.  And  they  ga«e 
them  for  the  potter's  field,  as  the  Lord  appoiuted  mfc 
Aud  Jesus  stood  before  the  governor,  and  the  goveroor 
asked  Hiin,  saying  :  Art  Thou  the  King  of  the  Jeira! 
Jesus  saith  lo  him  :  Tliousayest  it.  And  when  He  was 
accused  by  the  chief  priests  aud  ancieuts.  He  made  uo 
answer.  Theu  Pilate  saith  to  Him:  Dost  Thou  not 
hear  how  many  things  they  testify  against  Thee  ?  And 
lie  answered  not  a  word,  so  that  the  governor  wouder- 
'   ssceedingly.     Now  on   the  solemn  day,   the  gov- 

ir  was   accustomed  to  release   to  the   people 
prisoner,  whom  they  would.    Aud  he  had  then  a  ni 

IS  prisoner,  called  Barahbas.  When  therefore  tht? 
.  — e  gathertd  together,  Pilate  said;  Whom  will  y« 
that  I  release  to  you,  Barabbas,  or  Jesus,  who  is  called 
Christ  P  For  he  knew  that  they  had  delivered  Uini  va 
through  envy.  And  a.s  lie  was  sitting  au  the  tribunal, 
his  wife  sent  to  him,  saying :  Have  nothing  lo  do  with 
that  Just  Man  :  for  1  have  suffered  much  this  day  in  a 
dream  on  account  of  Him.  But  the  chief  priests  and 
the  ancienls  persuaded  the  crowds  that  Ihey  should 
ask  Barabbas,  and  destroy  Jesus.  And  the  governor 
answered  and  said  to  them :  Which  of  the  two  will  ye 
that  I  release  to  you  ?  But  they  said  :  Barabbas. 
Pilate  saith  to  them  :  What  then  sha]i  I  do  with  Jeaus 
who  is  called  Christ?  Tlicy  all  say :  Let  Hiin  be  enici' 
fied.  "The  governor  said  to  them:  Why,  what  evil 
hath  He  done  ?  But  they  cried  out  the  more,  saying: 
Let  Him  be  crucified.  Aud  Pilate  seeing  that  he  did 
no  good,  but  that  rather  a  tumult  was  made,  look  . 
water  aud  washed  his  hands  before  the  crowd,  saying :  |

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to  it  And  all  the  people  answered  and  said:  His 
blood  be  ou  us,  and  on  our  cliildrtn.  Then  he  releas- 
ed to  tliera  Barabtias,  ituil  hnviii^  scourged  Jesus,  de- 
livered Him  to  them  to  be  crucified.  Then  the  acd- 
diers  of  the  governor  took.  Jesus  into  the  hall,  and 
gathered  together  unto  Him  the  whole  baud.  And 
stripped  Him,  and  put  a  scarlet  cloak  about  Him. 
And  having  platted  a.  crown  of  thorns,  they  put  it  on 
His  head,  aud  a  reed  ill  His  light  hand.  And  thej 
bowed  Uie  knee  befv>ve  Him,  a.nd  mocked  Him, saying: 
Hail.  King  of  the  Jews.  And  they  spat  upon  Uini. 
and  took  the  reed  and  struck  His'  heail.  And  after 
they  bail  mocked  Him,  they  took  off  the  cloak,  from 
Him,  aud  put  on  Hiiu  His  owti  garments,  and  led  Him 
away  to  crucify  Him.

And 
tbey  sat  aud  watched  Him.  Aud  they  put  over  His 
head  His  charge,  written :  This  is  Jesits  Thr  King 
OF  THE  Jews.  Then  were  crucified  with  Him  two 
robbers;  one  on  the  right  hand,  aud  one  on  the  lefL 
And  they  tliat  passed  by,  blasphemed  Him,  wag- 
ging their  heads,  and  saying:  Vah,  Thou  who  ile- 
Stroyest  the  temple  of  God,  aud  in  three  days  dost 
rebuild  it,  save  Thyself:  if  Thou  art  the  Son  of  God, 
come  down  from  the  Cross.  In  like  mauuer  also  the 
chief  priests  with  the  scribes  and  ancients,  mocking, 
said:  He  saved  others;  Himself  He  cannot  save:  If 
He  is  King  of  Israel,  let  Him  now  come  down  from 
the  Cross,  and  we  will  believe  Him,  He  trusted  in 
God:  let  Him  now  deliver  Hiui,  if  He  love  Him  ;  for 
'fbaaid:  I  am  the  Son  of  God.     And  the  toli\ie^  alisci. 
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who  were  crucified  with  Him,  reproached  Him  in  like 
manner.  Now  from  the  sixth  hour  there  was  darkness 
over  the  whole  earth,  until  the  ninth  hour.  And 
about  the  ninth  hour,  Jesus  cried  out  with  a  loud  voice, 
sayiug:  Eli,  Eli,  lamma  sabachthani?  that  is,  My 
God,  My  God,  why  hast  Thou  forsaken  Me?  AnS 
some  who  stood  there  and  heard,  said:  This  Man 
calleth  Elias.  And  immediately  one  of  them  ran  and 
took  a  sponge,  and  soaked  it  in  vinegar,  and  put  it  on 
a  reed,  and  gave  Him  to  drink.  And  the  others  said: 
Hold,  let  us  see  whether  Elias  will  come  to  deliver 
Him.  And  Jesus  again  crying  with  a  loud  voice, 
yielded  up  His  Spirit
